GUATEMALA CITY (NC)—As reports of 
losses in lives and property mounted after a 
series of disastrous earthquakes and 
aftershocks in most of Guatemala, Church 
and government relief workers have voiced 
fears about possible epidemics and about 
shortages in vital resources. 


The U.S. Catholic Relief Services (CRS) 
continued to pour aid into the devastated 
areas, through Caritas and other channels. 
Some 100,000 pounds of food and other 
‘supplies were quickly removed to safer 
quarters when the Caritas warehouse here 
showed big cracks in the walls after the 
repeated tremors. 


IN NEW YORK, CRS officials said a third 
shipment of medicines, clothing, foodstuffs 
and shelter material was being airlifted the 
week of Feb. 9. Two shipments by air and sea 
the week of the quakes boosted supplies 
already kept in the area. 


Feb. 9 estimates released by the 
Emergency Committee here place the death 
told at more than 15,000 and the injured from 
30,000 to 40,000. The committee noted the 
figures will rise as reports from more remote 
villages reach the city. Me 


‘The committee and several relief agencies 
place the homeless at between 200,000 and 
300,000 again noting. that reports are 
incomplete. Relief experts said this toll might 
be the worst ever in the western hemisphere. 

BECAUSE THOUSANDS of injured or sick 
people have not been reached by medical and 
rescue workers, a threat of further deaths 
increased, missionaries said. Some said only 
a minimal number could be treated because 
supplies and personnel were insufficient and 
transportation was still difficult. Landslides

Color, music and prayer mark 
Mass for nation’s 200 years

Celebrating the nation’s 200 years under 
God, Catholics from across the diocese 
gathered Feb. 6 to pay tribute to America in 
one of the largest, most colorful Masses in 
diocesan history. 


Filling nearly every seat in the huge 
Golden Hall of San Diego’s community 
concourse the congregation numbered 4,000 
as the Marine Corps Recruit Depot played a

A CHOIR, 500 voices strong, led the 
congregation in a treasury of American 
religious music and. the sound of their 
combined voices resounded through the hall, 


filling it with hymns recalling the country’s 


spiritual heritage. 

The choir was directed by Jacob Andriese, 
San_ Bernardino Valley College music 
professor, and the music was selected and 
arranged by the diocesan music commission 
chaired by Father John Wagner. 


Wearing special vestments made especial- 
ly for the occasion, the Mass was celebrated 
by Bishop Leo T. Maher with Auxiliary 
Bishop Gilbert E. Chavez and nearly 150 
priests and deacons. 


DELIVERING his Bicentennial message to 
the people of the diocese, Bishop Maher 
emphasized that America’s democratic 
system was founded on Christian teaching 
and he warned that secularism threatens 
that system. 


“The inherent dignity of the individual, 


the essential equality of all men, concern for” 


the needy, the oppressed and the underpriv- 
ileged, the teachings against racial divisions 
—these were some of the fundamental 
aspects of Christian doctrine which found 
their echo eventually in our democratic life,’’ 
the bishop said. 


But, he continued, secularism ‘‘will 
certainly twist freedom into license. For the 
secularist freedom is conceived as the 
unrestrained pursuit of pleasure.’’

By virtue of their faith Catholics are bound 
to *‘Ring Out Freedom’’ commiting them- 
selves to the causes of justice and peace in 
the U.S. in this the nation’s 200th year. 


This is the most valuable contribution 
Christians can make to the American ideal of 
freedom, said speaker after speaker at the 
Bicentennial CCD Congress, the largest 
combined celebration in diocesan history. 


MORE THAN 1,500 people from Barstow, 
Montclair, El Centro, Calexico and all points 
of the diocese came to examine coming 
trends in religious education presented by 
speakers and CCD experts from across the 
nation nearly 70 workshops. 


Numbers swelled as 4,000 people gath- 
ered for the diocesan Bicentennial Mass, the 
opening Congress liturgy, and 3,500 were on 
hand for the Synod II ‘‘graduation Mass’’, 
the closing liturgy. 


Perhaps the real story of the congress lies 
in the reactions of the people attending. For 
first-timers, such as Mrs. Richard Krupa, St. 
Francis de Sales, Riverside, the effect of the 
congress was mind-boggling. ‘‘The only way 
I can describe it,” she said, ‘‘is fantastic. It 
is simply beyond description.’’ 

AND FOR LONG-TIME congress hand Jo 
Moran of St. Peter’s, Fallbrook, the 
congress was handily summed up ‘‘as the 
best ever.”’ © 


Introducing the keynote congress speaker, 
Father Bryan Hehir, secretary of the justice 
and peace commission of the U.S. Catholic 
Conference, Bishop Leo T. Maher said: 


“This is the finest, the biggest and the 
best congress ever. And it has taken us 200 
years to prepare for it.’’ He said it is a 
special year for the congress, not only 
because of the Bicentennial, but also 
because the International Eucharistic Con- 
gress will be held in the U.S. later this year.

Synod II enters history with 
praise from Pope's delegate

Synod II of the Diocese of San Diego 
graduated from the grass roots level to 
official Church history on Sunday. The 
‘‘commencement’’ Mass which marked the 
event was the culminating moment in the 
three-day congress of religion at the 
Community Concourse, San Diego. 


The Pope’s representative to the U.S., the 
Apostolic Delegate, Archbishop Jean Jadot 
was principal concelebrant at the Mass, 
joined by the diocese’s own Bishop Leo T. 
Maher and auxiliary Bishop Gilbert Chavez 
and Bishop Juan Jesus Posadas from 
Tijuana, Mexico. More than 150 priests from 
the farthest corners of the vast diocese 
concelebrated.

“‘to look at the idea of freedom, the context 
of this congress, as it speaks to our lives in 
the Church and the society we live in.”’ 


HE DESCRIBED the civil and Christian 
concepts of freedom and said Christians 
need both to achieve the goal of justice and 
peace in society. 


“Civil freedom,’’ Father Hehir said, 
“basically means ‘freedom from’ outside 
interference from society in individual 
development. The political system surrounds 
the individual with a zone of liberty 
protecting him from unnecessary or unjust 
intrusion into his life.’’ 


The Catholic tradition of freedom is 
somewhat different, he explained. “In the 
Christian sense, freedom means ‘freedom 
for’ service to others. Christ freed us from 
the power of sin and the fear of death, but 
we are freed for love as Jesus loved us.”’ 


In establishing the ideal of freedom 
‘‘perhaps the greatest contribution the 
Church can make is its ability to form a 
community of conscience...a community that 
has that distinctive characteristic that its life 
is led and formed by certain values,”’ he 
said. 


BECAUSE WE live in a world of limited 
resources where the question of who gets 
how much of what in what conditions is a key 
issue of justice, the Church has much to 
teach our society about how to share, he 
explained. 


“We can speak of freedom in terms of 
substance,’’ Father Hehir said, ‘‘the amount 
of resources each person on earth needs to 
live with a minimum of human dignity.”’ 


Dr. Michael Cavanagh, University of San 
Francisco psychology professor, dealt with 
interpersonal justice in his general assembly 
address on the second day of the congress. 


“WE HAVE A responsibility to share 
corrective honesty with those around us to 
help them to grow,’’ he said, noting, that 
“‘honesty perpetuates a healthy love 
between people.”’ 


He said that being honest with people and 
criticizing them often hurts them, but the 
key question is whether we hurt someone 
constructively or destructively. ‘We must 
purify our motives for honesty,’’ he said. 
“Honesty is not a weapon or a club; it is to 
be shared not thrown.” 


The second congress liturgy, the CCD 
Mass, was concelebrated by Bishop Maher 
with Auxiliary Bishop Gilbert Chavez, 
Father William Gold, director of the 
southern CCD office, Father Gerald Butler, 
director of the northern CCD office and eight 
priests. 


THE MASS BEGAN with a reminder of 

baptism, from which the religious educators 
first received the faith they teach, as Bishop 
Maher passed through the hall blessing and 
sprinkling the congregation.

We have taken advantage of Christian 
freedom and indulgence, which is right and 
proper toward the opinions of others, and have 
permitted ourselves to be indifferent toward 
both theoretical and practical agnosticism.

That was the weekend, that was 


A weekend like the last leaves so many 
impressions, so many vignettes that we each come 
away with our minds—and hearts—full. There’s 
little doubt that. the weekend of the CCD, 
Bicentennial, Synod Congress. at the Community 
Concourse, San Diego, was one of the biggest 
events in the 40 years of this diocese. 


All of the thousands who attended will have their 
favorite moments, favorite speakers, spiritual and 
other experiences. For me the Bicentennial Mass 
on Friday night, with a capacity crowd of nearly 
4,000 filling that~- Golden Hall, was the peak 
experience. It was a Mass which brought a 
worshipping community to great heights — of 
devotion and spirituality. The magnificent 500- 
voice choir, so well rehearsed and directed by J acob 
Andriese’in music both stirring and evocative, the 
readings, prayers, the lack of intrusions of 
extraneous moments which can detract from such a 
service—all made this a memorable moment in 
time. 


Penance rite beauty 

Another wonderful moment in the weekend was 
the penitential service directed by Father Dennis 
Krouse, in the center of the huge hall. There 500 
persons experienced the healing of reconciliation 
through a liturgy which encompassed those aspects 
which we, being human, need so much. The 
darkened hall, lit only by the Paschal candle of 
Christ and the 500 individual candles held by the 
group, became a house of- God. 


Papal delegate among us 


The warmth of the Apostolic Delegate; 


Archbishop Jean Jadot, is obvious as he meets 
people—as he did during the congress. With 
Bishop Maher and Bishop Chavez, he visited 
around, at workshops, in the main hall and around 
the foyer, so that people could stop and chat with 
him. Our own two bishops were at each of the three 
days of the congress, listening, talking to people, 
enjoying the ‘‘menu”’ of presentations this historic 
congress offered. 


There were surprised people in the black, 
Spanish and other workshops on Sunday as no less 
than three bishops came to join in. And although the 
weather was in one of its worst moods, the delegate 
went off with the bishop for a tour of the more 
distant parts of the diocese‘on Monday, taking in a 
broad sweep from Palm Springs through to the 
Inland Empire at San Bernardino. How will he ever 
believe the sun shines here?

And, of course, there were moments one would 
want to forget in such a weekend, so let’s light a 
candle and try not to curse the darkness. 


Where are the statues of yesteryear? 


We were talking...about religious 
imagery and whether there is a need 
for more realism in sacred art, more 
ornamentation in our churches and 
less subtle symbolism. 


Most of us would agree, | think, 
that our attitude towards religion and 


- Our appreciation of certain points of 


theology was strongly influenced by 
the statues or paintings depicting 
religious characters or events to which 
we were exposed in our youth. 


IN FACT, itis possible to determine 
the kind of religious education a 
person—or a culture—has_ experi- 
enced by the way they visualize and 
represent God, Christ, Mary and the 
saints, and so on. 


And, of course, our own cultural 
background greatly influences our 
approach to religion and our idea of 
religious personalities. My early 
education was under the tutilage of 
German nuns and priests, and it came 
as something of a shock later, to 
realize that the blond, blue-eyed 
Jesus of Teutonic bearing, who had 
been my childhood companion must, 
historically, have been a_ rather 
swarthy, dark-haired, dark-eyed Sem- 
ite. 

Indéed, | clearly remember all but 
destroying. an excellent relationship 


with my Anglican grandmother by 
confiding this discovery to her. 
Thereafter, | would sometimes catch 
her unawares, fingering her Bible and 
regarding me with deep pain. 


HOWEVER, THIS early identifica- 
tion of holiness with dresden fairness 
had a major advantage. It left me in 
no doubt as to my personal salvation. 
Since the population of heaven 
appeared to be exclusively blond and 
blue-eyed, my own fair coloring 
obviously predestined me for inclu- 
sion! 


One of the benefits of the more 
personalistic approach of spiritual 
writers of the post-Vatican II period, is 
that warmer, happier and more 
human illustrations of Christ— such as 
the delightful pastel drawings of J. 
Hook which are so popular today— 
have supplanted the sad, reproachful 
pictures | knew in my youth. 


It is, | think, necessary to be 
reminded in sacred art, as well as in 
religious literature, that the humanity 
Christ assumed was our own kind of 
humanity, that Mary was human and 
not a divine being, and that the saints 
might even have had a fault or two 
and enjoyed a joke. 


About 18 years ago, during a visit to 


northern Spain with my family, | was 
at first startled and then charmed by 
the realism and naturalness of the 
sculpture and other art forms in the 
churches. Sometimes, as in images of 
the crucifixion, the realism was a little 
overwhelming, but on the whole, the 
effect was refreshing and quite 
relaxing. 


HOW MUCH easier—and pleasant- 
er—it would be to form a relationship 
with a woman with the warm, 
animated face and frankly feminine 
appearance of the Spanish Virgin, 
than with the remote, rather anaemic 
Virgin of my own parish church, | 
thought. And how much more 
approachable and dependable that 
strong, masculine Christ appeared in 
contrast to the blue-veined esthete of 
the convent paintings that had 
surrounded my school years. 


| caught myself smiling in prayer 
and feeling comfortable and easy, 
despite the foreign pews and langu- 
age. And when, ina little 12th century 
church, | noticed that the altar was 
flanked by two statues of the Blessed 
Virgin showing her, on the right, in 
advanced stage of pregnancy, and on 
the left, serenely suckling the Infant 
Jesus, it seemed quite proper and 
natural! 


No teacher will dispute the import- 
ance of visual aids as a learning tool. 
Indeed, one of the functions of the 
elaborate ornamentation in churches 
of past centuries was to instruct as 
well as edify. Even today, in countries 
where illiteracy is high, religious 
ceremonies are markedly more color- 
ful and imagery more graphic than in 
more advanced areas. 


HERE, IN THE United States, the 
high level of education and, presum- 
ably, the greater ability to grasp 
abstracts and theological concepts, is 
stripping our churches of statuary and 
religious art. Our approach is 
becoming more and more intellectual. 
But the need of the people for some 
kind of decorative expression has 
resulted in a rash of banners, 
evocative slogans and splashes of 
color. 


Religion cannot, of course, be a 
merely intellectual exercise. Emotion 
is part of our humanity and we need 
emotional expression. What is learned 
in the mind must also be experienced 
in the heart.

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France had few of the advantages 
possessed by Spain in the New World. There 
was considerable internal strife at home and 
even sporadic persecution of the- Church. 
Religious dissension was well entrenched 
among the nobility, and Henry IV seems to 
have embraced the Faith more from 
necessity than conviction. 


A series of weak monarchs 
helplessly on the sidelines while scandals 
raged in their very household. French 
colonizers and missionaries in Canada and 
the northeastern U.S. labored under odds of 
vast distances, lack of transportation and 
mobility of Indian attack. 


GREATEST AMONG the perils were the 
hostile Iroquois, a federation of tribes whose 
number included the most intelligent, crafty 
and daring savages in the New World. 
Francis Parkman says of these Indians that 
“no race, perhaps, ever offered greater 
difficulties to those laboring for its 
improvement.”’ 


Maine > 


French missionary activity began in 1611, 
when the Jesuits Pierre Biard and 
Ennemond Masse came to Acadia (Nova 
Scotia) at the behest of Henry IV. The two 
priests spent several months along the coast 
of the Kennebee River preaching to Maine’s 
Abenaki Indians, and, in 1613, joined the de 
Guereheville expedition bound for- Mount 
Desert Island, at the mouth of the Penobscot 
River. 

TRAGEDY STRUCK their foundation of 
Saint-Sauveur when English troops under 
the command of Samuel Argall raided the 
colony and imprisoned the missionaries. 
Two years later Samuel de Champlain 
brought the Franciscan Recollects to New 
France, and to one of them belongs the 
honor of celebrating the first Holy Mass at 
Quebec. 


Officially acting only as ‘‘chaplains,”’ 
these men-also engaged in a limited amount 
of missionary work among the Indians of 
present-day Maine, until their expulsion by 
the English in 1627. 


Two years before their departure, the 
friars had asked the Society of Jesus to join

America’s Catholic heritage 


French missionaries 
faced many obstacles 


them, and the first contingent of Jesuits 
included Fathers Charles Lalemant, Enne- 
mond Masse and Jean de Brebeuf. 

DE BREBEUF HAD a word of advice for 
his European confreres which is an revealing 
as it is descriptive: 

“All the fine qualities which might make 
you loved and respected in France are like 
pearls trampled under the feet of swine, or 


_ tather of mules, which utterly despise you 


when they see that you are not as good pack 
animals as they are. If you go naked, and 


carry the load of a horse upon your back, as - 


they do, then you would be wise according to 
their doctrine, and would be recognized as a 
man, otherwise not.”’ 


De Brebeuf had all the remarkable 
qualities expected of a martyr. And of this 
great missionary, Parkman wrote: 


“Thus died Jean de Brebeuf, the founder 


’ of the Huron mission, its truest hero, and its 


greatest martyr. He came of a noble race, 
the same, it is said, from which sprang the 
English Earls of Arundel; but never had the 
mailed barons of his line confronted a fate so 
appalling, with so prodigious a constancy. 
To the last he refused to flinch, and his death 
was the astonishment of his murderers.’’ 


Quebec was captured by the English, in 
1629, and many of the, Franciscans and 
Jesuits ‘‘retired’’ to France. English rule 
was short-lived and, by 1632, the fleur-de-lis 
was again flying over Quebec. 


In the post-restoration days of the entire 
mission field was occupied by the Jesuits, 
although it is known that between 1632 and 
1655, about 40 Capuchins labored in nearby 
Acadia. — 


Pere Sabastian Rale, known as the 
“Apostle of the Abenaki,’’ came to New 
France, in 1689, with Louis Frontenac and 
set to work immediately on a dictionary for 
the native dialects which proved to be a 
great boost to the overall project. After 
Rale’s death, his converts scattered and it 
was 1730 before they could be gathered 
again under Jesuit auspices. 


FROM 1766 ONWARDS, no further 
mention is made of the Abenaki until Bishop 
John Carroll of Baltimore sent Father 
Francois Ciquard to care for them after the 
erection of an ecclesiastical jurisdiction in 
the U.S.

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Stirrings of Mysticism and Prayer 


Poetry is a natural 
response to feelings 
of profound emotion

A love poem in the Bible? It may come as a 
surprise to some but a love poém with 
explicit enough language to wither the ears 
of a Victorian is to be found in the Old 
Testament. 


It is, of course, the Song of Songs or 
Canticle of Canticles, a poem that tradition 
teaches is a parabolic description of the love 


of Yahweh for Israel. 5 


THE ORIGINS of the Song of Songs are 
obscure, but it. was accepted without 
question into the Christian canon of the Old 
Testament. The New Testament itself 
reflects the concept of God as husband-lover 
of Israel in St. Paul’s description of the 
Church as the Bride of Christ (Ephesians 
3:25-28). 

Human love has always moved men to 
seek to capture its magic and mystery in 
poetry and song, so it should not surprise us 
that the author of Song of Songs sought to 
capture the Hesed, the selfless love of 
Yahweh for Israel, in poetry. 


In reading the Song of Songs some are 
shocked at the candor of the writing 


concerning love and sex. It might even be . 


ccnsidered in bad taste, but the reader must 
keep in mind that the work is the product of a 
different culture where such candor was 
normal. What is described is married love 
which is not only good but is holy and the 
praise of something holy can hardly be 
morally wrong even though it may offend 
some sensibilities. 


THE AUTHORSHIP of Song of Songs has 
traditionally been attributed to Solomon, 
possibly because he was considered a great 
poet, or a great lover...or both. In either 
event biblical scholars now generally agree 
the work was put in its present form after the 


exile, centuries following the reign of ~ 


Solomon. 


Wordsworth wrote that “‘poetry is the 
spontaneous overflow of powerful feelings; it 
takes its origin from emotion recollected in 
tranquility.’ 

It is natural that the inspired writers of 
Scripture, who had personally experienced 
the power of God, should have turned to 
poetry as a means of communicating their 
experience to others. 


FROM THE earliest scriptural writings 
(Song of Deborah) to some of the latest (The 
Magnificat) we find spontaneous songs of 
praise and thanksgiving poured out on the 
pages of the Bible. 


The largest single grouping of these songs - 


is to be found in the Book of Psalms (the 
word psalm is a Greek translation of the 
Hebrew word ‘‘mizmor,’’ meaning a song 
accompanied by a string instrument). 

Just as the Song of Songs was traditionally 
attributed to Sclomon, the Psalms have 
traditionally been attributed to David, 
although certain songs in the collection were

written after the exile. 


IT IS DIFFICULT to date any of the 
individual psalms but some are very ancient 
and may well be of Davidic origin. Others, 
although pre-exilic must be dated late in the 
history of the monarchy. 


The Psalms mirror the entire spectrum of 
Israelite history and are in fact a summary of 
Old Testament beliefs and customs of 
worship. 


Reflecting an intimacy with God that sets 
them apart from similar literature found in 
other cultures of the ancient near east, the 
Psalms are inspired reflections on individual 
and collective experiences with God. 


THERE ARE many methods of grouping 
the Psalms, but Father Roland Murphy, O 
Carm, groups them as follows in his article 
on the Psalms in the Jerome Biblical 
Commentary. 


[1] Hymns of praise that call upon the 
community to sing or rejoice over the 
attributes of God (Psalm 145) or His creation 
(Psalm 148). Other hymn psalms praise the 
kingship of Yahweh (Psalm 97). 


[2] Laments, both personal (Psalm 42-43) 
and collective (Psalm 44) that reflect the 
ancient Hebrew’s fear of death, particularly 
early death, but also manifest their faith that 
God will hear the distress calls of His chosen 
people. Among these are also found psalms 
that are essentially statements of trust in 
God (Psalm 23) and confidence in His 
Hesed. 


[3] There are also psalms of thanksgiving, 
both individual (Psalm 116) and collective 
(Psalm 124). 

[4] Royal psalms [Psalm 132] may be 
songs of thanksgiving or of lament 
depending upon the event they celebrate in 
the life of the king. 

[5] Also found in the collection are wisdom 
psalms like Psalm 49 that reflects upon the 


futility of riches. 


[6] While most psalms were used in 
liturgical celebrations there are a few that 
had a specifically liturgical purpose such as 
Psalm 24 which was to be sung at the gate of 
the Temple. 


[7] Others were historical in nature, 
(Psalm 105) recording some event in the 
religious history of Israel. 

[8] Finally, there are those in praise of The 
Law, of which Psalm 119, the longest in the 
collection, is a good example. 


Psalms are to be prayed as well as sung. - 


As Jesus was dying on the cross he prayed 
Psalm 22...‘‘My God, my God, why have you 
deserted me?’’ Christians today still pray 
the Psalms at Mass (responsorial psalm) and 
in the official prayer of the Church (Liturgy 
of the Hours). 


These beautiful and inspiring Hebrew 
poems still reflect the spontaneous overflow- 
ing of feelings experienced in man’s 
encounter with God.

God as a Lover 


For the soul, home 
is where prayer is .

Mystical thought, prayer, meditation. 
How mysterious these terms sound! What 
comes to mind when you hear these terms? 
A bearded, thin Guru wearing a long, white 
tobe? A saint in sack cloth, gaunt from days 
of fasting? A ‘‘Holy Joe’’ kneeling before 
the altar for hours? 


Upon asking a group of high school 


seniors what was the first thought that the - 


word “‘prayer’’ brought to their minds, their 
answers ranged from the ‘‘Hail Mary’”’ and 
“Our Father’ to grace before meals. These 
were all well and good, as they do manifest 
our love and devotion for God and His Son 
Jesus. 


I WONDER how many of us, after reading 
the Song of Songs (sometimes known as the 
Canticle of Canticles) or the psalms, would 
consider them prayers—meditations in 
poetic form about one’s relationship with 
God. Yet, that is exactly what they are. 


The authors of the Song of Songs and 
some of the psalms perceived God as a 
person very close to them—so intimate in 
fact, that they likened God to a spouse. God 
was a lover who always showered upon them 
his “‘loving kindness’’ or ‘‘hesed.’’ They 
didn’t view God as a supercop, a judge, ora 
miracle worker. Rather, God was a person 
who was always present, always revealing 
Himself through history, nature and 
community. 

The people belonged to God and God 
belonged to the people. This relationship is 
alluded to in the very name of God: 


_ “Yahweh—Aser—Yahweh’”’ or ‘‘He who 


brings into being whatever comes into 
being.’’ Yahweh manifests His divinity and 
power in the creation and continuation of 
life. Yahweh is.a personal and loving God. 
Prayer, then, is a human being’s response to 
God’s loving kindness and daily manifesta- 
tion in our lives. 


WE ARE called, regardless of our 
professions, to be people of prayer. For 
prayer is not just a doing, an asking, an 
informing when we are in need or trouble. 
Nor is prayer simply thanking, or praising 
God or sporadic communicating with God. 

Prayer certainly can be this at times, but 
prayer is far greater as the psalms and Song 
of Songs explicate. As we grow aware of 
God’s presence, the more open we are to God

speaking amidst the hustle and bustle of our 
everyday lives; our life becomes a prayer. 


Basically, the first movement of any 
prayer is to listen to God’s Word as He 
speaks in the noise of a busy office, or the 
silence of a home when the children are at 
school. To pray is to take time to listen to 
God speaking not only in the eucharistic 
liturgies or in the Scriptures, but also every 
day. 

PRAYER IS being open to God loving us, 
and seeking creative ways to say ‘‘I love you, 


_too.’”’ This is the second movement of 


prayer—response. After one listens to a 
loving wife or friend we are moved to 
respond. Thus, it is with God—we must 
respond by our lives. 


In the Scriptures, especially the psalms, 
we often encounter the spontaneous 
response of the writer bursting forth with 
praise for the sun, the wind, a child’s 
laughter. Prayer, therefore, is not bombard- 
ing God with long lists of wants. More 
importantly, it is listening and responding to 
someone with whom we should be very 
intimate, more intimate than even our 
spouses or friends. 


Prayer is our being before God. Our love 
must be crystalized into moments set aside 
to listen. i 


DO WE TAKE time out of our busy days 
just to pray? Could a housewife stop her 
chores when the young ones are taking their 
naps, to read some Scriptures or just pray? 
Could the businéssman take his lunch 
somewhere and quietly pray? Why not stay a 
few minutes after work to listen and respond 
to God? 


Prayer is not words or phrases to be 
rushed through before meals and at 
bedtime. Rather, prayer is myself—my very 
being before God. The authors of the Song of 
Songs and Psalms were mystics, contempla- 
tives, people who knew and experienced 
God’s loving kindness in an intimate and 
personal way because they took time to stop, 
be open, listen and respond. So should we. 
In this way we are called to be mystics, 
contemplatives. 


As Abraham Heschel so beautifully 
stated: “‘All things have a home; the bird 
has a nest, the fox has a hole, the bee has a 
hive. A soul without prayer is a soul without 
a home...For the soul, home is where prayer

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Bible Profiles: Isaiah 


~ I've seen the Lord

“‘’ve seen the Lord. I’ve seen the 
Lord. 


And he is high and lifted up, and his 
train fills the Temple. 


And the angels cry holy, holy is the 
Lord.”’ 


Traditional Spiritual 


Reading Isaiah is like listening to the 
organ and trumpets at Easter. His style is 
imperial and he is at home with majesty. 
Most likely he was an aristocrat, accustomed 
to life at court and almost Shakespearean in 
the ease with which he uttered stirring 
poetry. Small wonder that Handel excerpted 
many of the Isaian texts for the Messiah. 


Scholars point that the original Isaiah 
wrote chapters 1-39. Men of his cast of 
thought completed the remaining work in 
succeeding centuries. Faithful to his vision, 
a “‘second Isaiah’’ composed chapters 40-55, 
and a “Third Isaiah’’ completed chapters 
56-66. It is with the genius and life of First 
Isaiah that we are concerned here. 


WE MUST first note that biblical prophets 
are not cloistered ivory tower scholars. They 
are outspoken advocates of the need for 
God’s justice to appear in the public order. 
They are not shy about ‘‘politics in the 
pulpit.”” They may at times comfort the 
afflicted, but they are even more devoted to 
afflicting the comfortable. It is not surprising 
that they were subject to frequent abuse and 
martyrdom. 


They are moralists, strong in their 
denunciation of injustices, quick to call the 
state to its moral obligations and equally 
pointed in demanding that the Church fight 
for the claims of justice from the cries of the 
oppressed. 


The very first chapter of Isaiah is a case in 
point. In a fiery sermon he tells the people 
that a dull ox is more sensitive to his human 
master than is their knowledge of God’s will. 
When they grow restless with his critique of 
their moral blindness, he demands their 
attention with tlie words, ‘Listen to me, you 
Princes of Sodom!”’ (1:10) In likening them 
to the classic sinners of Sodom and 
Gomorrah, he grades them very low in moral 
achievement indeed. 


HE LASHES out at their wallowing in 
public piety while they remain blind to 
poverty and deaf to cries for help. ‘‘What 
care I for the number of your sacrifices? (In 
them) I find no pleasure. Your festivals I 
detest. They weigh me down. I tire of the 
load, says the Lord.’’ (1:12f) Better that they 
should work for social concern and justice. 
“Hear the orphan’s plea. Defend the 
widow.’’ (1:17) 


It’s not that he is against liturgy, but 


.tather against worshipers who see no 


connection between religious acts and the 
moral responsibility to correct society’s 
injustices. 

Isaiah himself wasn’t always so sensitive. 
In the sixth chapter he tells of his conversion 
from being a bland unconcerned religious 
person to a man filled with God’s passion to 


see justice done. The glory of the Lord 
appears to him. 


THE DIVINE purity makes him conscious 
of his own shallowness. He begs for 
purification. An angel places a burning coal 
upon his lips and the divine fire transforms 
him into a dedicated prophet of the Lord. 


He spends his remaining days under four 


monarchies fighting for justice and peace.” 


He scalds the conscience of the people to 
bring them alive to the practical conse- 
quences of covenant. He challenges the 
kings \to pursue peace with spiritual 
weapons. 


He attacked them for reducing religion to 
diplomacy and accomodation. He was even 
more furious with court officials who thought 
the covenant meant that God would save 
them regardless of their moral and spiritual 
bankruptcy. 


THUS HE dealt with the age-old problems 
of despair and presumption. The kings 
despaired of God’s help and resorted to 
conspiracy and duplicity. The courtiers 
settled for a smirking presumption that God 
would save them no matter what. 


To his credit Isaiah never faltered. His 
conversion vision told him that he would 
have a steadily dwindling audience. Blinder 
and deafer they became, but he preached till 
the end, when as a legend says, they 
martyred him by sawing him in half. 

The nation fell as he predicted. But a 


brighter prediction of his also came true. It 
was he who planted the consciousness that 


one day a messiah would come and restore . 


Israel and save the world. In telling king 
Ahaz about the birth of his son, he gave 
shape to a prophecy more marvelous than he 
could imagine. 


“THE VIRGIN shall be with child and 
bear a son, and shall name him Immanuel.” 
(7:14) ‘‘The Spirit of the Lord shall rest upon 
him...Justice shall be the band around his 
waist...Then the wolf shall be the guest of 
the lamb, and the leopard shall lie down with 
the kid; the calf and the young lion shall 
browse together, with a little child to guide 
them (11:2-6). ‘ 

This foretaste of the messiah was-taken up 
by the later Isaiah writers and their words 
today have the beauty of Christmas carols. 
With his congregation empty and his nation 
falling in ruins around him, Isaiah knew he 
was not whistling in the dark. He sang of the 
maiden and a child. He was right. We have 
lived to see him dream come true. We still 
must work on his other dream—make justice 
a reality on the earth.

The Song of Songs attributed to Solomon 
is the Hebrew way of saying that this 
collection of bridal songs represents the last 
word in song-writing. But the last word has 
not been said on the time when the songs 
were composed, the occasion on which they 
were sung and the kind of love that they sing 
about. 


It is generally agreed that the Song of 
Songs was compiled, if not composed, in the 
third century, that they were sung by a 
shepherd and a shepherdess during a 
wedding festival when the bride and the 
groom were queen and king for a week, 
garlanded and crowned to rival the most 
legendary queen for her dark beauty and 
Solomon in all his glory. 


THE MORE obvious theme of the 
collection of songs is human love in all its 
seasons, from ardent longing ‘to rapturous 
belonging. The love of courtship is marked 
by sleepless nights full of anxiety: “‘Upon 
my bed by night I sought him whom my soul 
loved...I sought him but found him not.’’ 


The shepherdess asks the gardener: 
““Have you seen him whom my soul loves?”’ 
And when at last she finds him, she cries 
out: “I held him and would not let him go”’ 
(3:1-4). 

Irresistibly there comes to the mind of the 
Christian reader another garden, another 
gardener, another lover in search of her 
beloved, of one who would cling to her 
beloved and who would not have let him go, 
had he not as Master and Lord called her 
“‘Mary”’ and told her: ‘‘Do not hold me, for I 
have not yet ascended to my Father...to my 
Father and your Father, to my God and your 
God’’ (John 20:17). 


THE PARALLEL which so readily comes 
to mind between Mary of Magdala and Jesus 
of Nazareth, between a woman who loves so 
ardently one who is completely human and 
yet in some strange way divine, is a good 
introduction into the real problem of the 
Song of Songs. 


Christian mystics of every age and of both 
sexes, whether a Theresa of Avila or a John. 
of the Cross, have easily identified with the 
bride of the Canticle and unabashedly use 
the songs when they sing of their own 
marriage to God in the bridal chamber of the 
soul. 


The most exuberant cantos of the Song are 
used by the Church in the celebrations of 
feasts which honor the Blessed Virgin Mary, 
the Mother of God and yet the Bride of the 
Holy Spirit, as well as in feasts which pay 


tribute to other virgins in the Church’s _ 


liturgical calendar. 


AND YET nowhere in the collection of 
songs is God mentioned. In fact, the love 
dialogue between shepherd and shepherd- 
ess is often so frankly sexual and surrounded 
by erotic imagery that we cannot help but 
wonder how these songs ever came to the 


accepted by Jews and Christians as part of 
their Bible. 

But the general thrust of the Song, if not 
every individual canto and live, reminded 
Jewish readers of God’s covenant of 
steadfast love with Israel, in which Yahweh 
is portrayed by the prophets as Husband to 
Israel His chosen bride. Similarly, no great 
effort is demanded on the part of the 
Christian to see in the love relation of bride 
and groom the symbol or sacrament of 
Christ’s covenant of love with his bride the 
Church. 


And yet it would be a mistake to read the 
songs as though human love was not really 
intended by God, the principle author of the 
Song. There are many facets of human love 
portrayed. But let me single out one quality 
that best exemplifies the quality that is 
distinctive of all covenant love, divine as well 
as human. 


IT IS THE quality of belonging, of mutual 
commitment expressed by the shepherdess, 
““My beloved is mine and I am his’’ (2:15). 
Because of this sense of belonging their 
love, in the words of Paul, is ‘‘patient’’ (1 
Corinthians 13:4), a love that is allowed to 
grow. 


Like all good things love is not instant; it 
must flower and ripen. It will wait ‘‘until the 
rain is over and gove,’’ when ‘‘the flowers 


appear on the earth,’’ when ‘‘the vines are _ 


in blossom’’ (2:10-12). 


But during this period of waiting, and 
after love’s consummation, there is always 
the trust and assurance expressed by the 
shepherd: ‘A garden enclosed in my sister, 
my bride, a garden locked, a fountain 
sealed’’ (4:12). 


THE GARDEN will be unlocked, the 
fountain unsealed but only to the beloved. 
And it is on this note of virginity before 
marriage and fidelity in marriage, virtues 
so little prized today, that the final canto 
reaches a climax that is often overlooked. 


Fearful, as they watch their little sister 
tipen into womanhood, the brothers of the 
shepherdess asi: ‘‘What shall we do for our 
sister on the day that she is. spoken for? If 
she is a wall, we will build upon her a 
battlement of silver; but if she is a door, we 
will enclose her with boards of cedar: 
(8:8-9). But the little sister assures them that 
she has kept herself for her beloved, a 
garden enclosed. “‘I was a wall, and my 
breasts were like towers; then I was in his 
eyes as one who brings peace”’ (8:10).

La Biblia—Viejo Testamento 


Sentimientos de oracion 
y pensamiento mistico

Un poema de amor en la Biblia? Puede 
sorprender a algunos pero un poema de 
amor con lenguaje tan explicito que le 
zumben los oidos a un Victoriano, puede 
encontrarse en el Viejo Testamento. 


Por supuesto, es el Cantar de los Cantares 
o el Cantico de Canticos, un poema que la 
tradicion. nos ensena que es una descripcion 
parabolica del amor de Yave por Israel. 


LOS ORIGENES del Cantar de los 
Cantares son obscuros, pero fue aceptado 
sin peros al canon Cristiano del Viejo 
Testamento. El Nuevo Testamento mismo 
refleja el concepto de Dios como esposo- 
amante de Israel en la descripcion que 
escribe de la Iglesia San Pablo, como la 
Esposa de Cristo (Efesios 5:25-28). 


El amor humano siempre ha conmovido a 
los hombres a tratar de capturar su magia y 
misterio en poesia y canto, asi que no debe 
sorprendernos que el autor del Cantar de los 
Cantares trato de capturar el Amor, el amor 
desinteresado de Yave por Israel, en poesia. 


Al leer el Cantar de los Cantares algunos 
se escandalizan por el candor. de su 
descripcion en lo que concierne a amor y 
sexo. Hasta puede ser considerado de mal 
gusto, pero el lector debe recordar que el 
trabajo es el producto de una cultura 
diferente donde tal candor era normal. 


LO QUE SE describe es un amor de 
casados que no solo es bueno pero sagrado y 


- la alabanza de algo sagrado no puede ser 


moralmente malo aunque pueda ofender 
algunas sensibilidades. 


Tradicionalmente se ha atribuido a 
Salomon ser el autor del Cantar de los 
Cantares, posiblemente porque fue consid- 
erado un gran poeta, 0 un gran amante...o 
ambas cosas. De cualquier modo, los 
estudiosos de la Biblia ahora generalmente 
estan de acuerdo en que el trabajo llego 
hasta su forma actual despues de el exilio, 
cientos de anos despues del reinado de 
Salomon. 


Wordsworth escribio que ‘‘la poesia es el 
flujo espontaneo de poderosos sentimientos; 
toma su origen de la emocion recogida en la 
tranquilidad.”’ 


ES NATURAL QUE los escritores 
inspirados de la Escritura, que experiment- 
aron personalmente el poder de Dios, 
debieron volverse a la poesia como un medio 
para comunicar su experiencia a otros. 


Desde los escritos de la Escritura mas: 


antiguos (Canto de Debora) de los mas 
recientes (La Magnifica) encontramos cantos 
espontaneos de alabanza y agradecimiento 
que emana sobre las paginas de la Biblia. 


El grupo mas grande de estos cantos se 
encuentra en el Libro de Salmos (la palabra 
Salmo es una traduccion Griega de la 
palabra Hebrea “‘mizmor’’ que significa un 
canto acompanado por un instrumento de 
cuerda.) 


ASI COMO EL Cantar de los Cantares fue 
tradicionalmente atribuido a Salomon, los 


: Salmos han sido tradicionalmente atribuidos 


a David, aunque ciertos cantos en la 
coleccion fueron escritos despues del exilio. 

Es dificil fechar cada uno de los Salmos 
pero algunos son muy antiguos y muy bien 
pueden ser de origen de David. Otros, 
aunque antes del exilio deben ser de lo mas 
reciente en la historia de la monarquia. 

Los Salmos reflejan un espectro de la 
historia Israelita y de hecho son un sumario 
de las creencias y costumbres de culto del 
Viejo Testamento. 


REFLEJANDO UNA intimidad con Dios 
que los separa de literatura similar que se 
encuentra en otras culturas del antiguo 
cercano Oriente, los Salmos son reflexiones 
inspiradas en experiencias individuales y 
colectivas con Dios. 

Existen muchos metodos de agrupar los 
Salmos, pero el Padre Roland Murphy, de la 
Orden de los Carmelitas, en su articulo sobre 
los Salmos en el Comentario Biblico de 
Jeronimo, los agrupa como sigue. 


[1] Himnos de alabanza que llaman a la 
comunidad a cantar 0 regocijarse sobre los 
atributos de Dios (Salmo 145) o Su creacion 
(Salmo 148). Otros Salmos himnos alaban la 
monarquia de Yave (Salmo 97). 


[2] Las lamentaciones, personales (Salmos 
42-43) y colectivas (Salmo 44) que reflejan el 
antiguo miedo hebreo de la muerte, 
particularmente una muerte temprana, pero 
tambien manifiestan su fe que Dios 
escuchara los Ilamados angustiosos de Su 
pueblo escogido.

23) y confianza en Su Amor. 


[3] Hay tambien Salmos de agradecimi- | 


ento, individuales (Salmo 116) asi como 
colectivos (Salmo 124). 


[4] Salmos reales (Salmo 132) pueden ser 
cantos de agradecimiento o de lamentacion 
depende del avento que celebren en la vida 
del rey. 


[5] Se encuentran tambien en la coleccion, 
Salmos de sabiduria como el Salmo 49 que 
reflexiona sobre la vanidad de riquezas. 


[6] Mientras que la mayoria de los Salmos 
fueron usados en celebraciones liturgicas 
hay unos cuantos que tenian un proposito 
especificamente liturgico como el Salmo 24 
que tiene que ser cantado en los atrios del 
templo. 


[7] Otros eran de naturaleza historica 


(Salmo 105), registrando algun evento en la 


historia religiosa de Israel. 


[8] Finalmente, hay aquellos en alabanza a 
la Ley, de los que el Salmo 119, el mas largo 
de la coleccion, es un buen ejemplo. 

Los Salmos son para ser orados asi como 
cantados. Al estar muriendo Jesus en la cruz 
el rezo el Salmo 22...‘‘Mi Dios, mi Dios, por 
que me has abandonado?”’

Stewardship ‘76 off to a flying start

Even though Stewardship 
began last Sunday, Feb. 8, 
the first official day for 
pledging, some parishes be- 
gan their drives early and the 
annual campaign is off to a 
flying start, according to Bill 
Standing, Stewardship co- 
ordinator and diocesan. de- 
velopment director. 


“‘Ten ‘parishes,’’ he said, 
“have reported more than 
$50,000 in pledges. In the 
lead so far is St. John the 
Evangelist, San Diego, where 


parishioners have already 


pledged $11,200.”’ 


THOSE FIGURES, Stand- 
ing feels, indicate that Stew- 
ardship ’76, with a goal of $2 
million, will be as successful 
as last year’s campaign. 
“And Stewardship ’75 was 
the most successful one we 
have had since the first drive 
in 1972,”’ he said. 


This year’s program is the 
second coordinated by Stand- 


ing through the diocesan 
development office. Before 
Stewardship ’75 the drives 
were conducted by an outside 
agency, ‘“‘and cost about 
$150,000 each,”’ he said. 


Last year, with the diocese 
conducting its own drive, 
“‘the cost was reduced to 
about 


$80,000, which in- 
cludes salaries, mailing, 
printing, travel, computer 


costs and office supplies,’ 
Standing explained. 


ADDITIONALLY, he said, 
as diocesan development 
director he is available to 
parishes and other institu- 
tions in the diocese to assist 
in fund-raising campaigns 
apart from Stewardship. 

For the second year run- 
ning the diocese will share 
the proceeds of the collection 
equally with the diocese, but 
the first 50 per cent of the 
collection will go to the 
diocese. 


“For example,’’ Standing 
said, ‘‘if a parish has a goal 


of $10,000 and redeems 
$12,000 in pledges, the 
diocese would get $6,000 and 
the parish would keep 
$6,000. 


‘““BUT IF the parish had a 
debt or an approved building 
fund, the diocese would get 
the first 50 per cent of the 
collection, or $5,000, and the 
parish would keep $7,000. 


“If that same parish had 
redeemed only $9,000 in 


pledges toward its $10,000 
goal, the diocese would get 
$5,000 and the parish would 
keep only $4,000,’’ Standing 
explained. 

Sunday, Feb. 15, is the 
next official Stewardship 
Commitment Sunday. ‘‘When 
a person makes a pledge,’’ 
Standing said, ‘‘he may 
redeem all of it at that time. 
Or he may pay nothing or any 
part of his pledge and we will 
bill him.

wondered if shelter, tools and other agricultural needs will be 


provided on time. 


Maryknoll missionaries and others among the 200 U.S. 
Catholic men and women missioners working in Guatemala 
have opened their houses and other facilities to refugee 
families, and joined relief teams. Thus far there have been no 
reports of injuries or death among U.S. missionary personnel. 


GUATEMAIA CITY is feverishly trying to restore basic 
services, Besides assigning hundreds of soldiers, cadets and 
government workers, relief leaders have pressed survivors in 
the battered sections of the metropolitan area and in the 
nearby villages into work, helping to bury the dead, transport 
the injured and clear the streets and roads from debris. 


Some water, electricity and transport services are working 
again; but communications, particularly telephone and 
telegraph, are still reported out. in most sections of 


Guatemala. 


MSGR. JOSEPH TOPPING. diocesan director for CRS, said 
people wishing to help in Guatemalan relief efforts may send 
checks, payable to Catholic Relief Services, to him at 630

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From ‘grain of sugar’ to birth 


That tiny living cell beyond comprehension 


By Pat McCarthy 


We no longer remember the most eventful time of 


‘our lives. It occurred in a watery and weightless 


environment totally unlike the one in which we now 
live. But scientists have uncovered many secrets of 
the hidden world in which we spent our first nine 
months. 


They have learned that, like astronauts, we each 


‘lived before birth in a space capsule, called an 


amniotic sac. We developed our own life-support 
device, the placenta or afterbirth. A lifeline, the 
umbilical cord, supplied the food and oxygen we 
needed in our first natural environment. 


WE ALSO KNOW that the life of each one of us 


’ began when a sperm cell from our father plunged 


headlong into an egg cell from our mother, forming a 
single cell about the size of a grain of sugar. In that 
climactic moment—a climax that was also a 
beginning—each parent bequeathed us a genetic 
package containing an- inheritance from _ past 
generations. 


Its vast store of information, imprinted in a tiny 
and tightly-coiled thread of deoxyribonucleic acid 
(DNA) one yard long, spelled out the sort of person 
our sugar-grain of living tissue would be: our sex, 
personality, talents, future health, intellectual 
potential, even the color of our eyes and whether our 
hair would be curly or straight. 


Dr. Hymie Gordon, chief geneticist at the Mayo 
Clinic, has said: ‘‘Even at that early stage, the 
complexity of the living cell is so great that it is 
beyond our comprehension. It is a privilege to be 
allowed to protect and nurture it.’”. 

WITHIN TWO or three hours, our first cell started 
dividing into two, the two into four, and so on. We 
then embarked on a journey of six to nine ‘days down 
the Fallopian tube and—by now an individual of 


several hundred cells—implanted in the spongy wall 


of our mother’s womb, where we displayed our 
physiological power by suppressing her menstrual 
period. 

Eighteen days after conception our heart was 
taking shape. Already we were making blood cells. 
In the following few days, our eyes began to form 
and the foundations of our brain, spinal cord and 
entire nervous system—the world’s most efficient 
communications network—were established. 


That embryonic heart—the vital. pump which ~ 
began as a simple tube—started its lifetime of 
pulsating, irregularly at first, when we were just 24 
days old. 


BUT EVEN BEFORE out heart began to beat, we 
performed a significant act for the sole purpose of 
perpetuating humankind. As Dr. Landrum B. 
Shettles and Dr. Roberts Rugh, of New York, put it, 
we set aside a ‘‘’savings account’’ of about 100 
primitive reproductive cells to produce another 
generation some 200 years later. 


When our momentous first month ended, we had 
grown in size 10,000 times. The solitary first cell of 
conception had developed into millions of cells. Yet 
our body was still only a quarter of an inch long. 


Between conception and adulthood, 45 genera- 
tions of cell growth divisions would be required. 
Forty-one of these would occur before birth, leaving 
the remaining four to follow during the turbulent 
years of childhood and adolescence. 


‘By 30 days, just two weeks past mother’s first 
missed period,’’ says the ‘‘father of fetology,’’ Prof. 
Sir William Liley, of New Zealand, “‘the baby has a 
brain of unmistakable human proportions, eyes, 
ears, mouth, kidneys, liver, umbilical cord and a 
heart pumping blood he has made himself.’’ 


WITH THE MOST sensitive equipment ' now 
available, brain waves have been monitored about 
five weeks from conception. Electrocardiogram 
tracings, exhibiting the classic elements of an 
adult’s ECG tracing, have been obtained soon after. 


The sixth week saw our skeleton complete (in 
cartilage), our milk’ teeth buds present and our 
nervous system so well developed that it controlled 
movements of our muscles—even though our 
mother possibly still did not know she was pregnant. 


A week later our body had the appearance of a 
small-scale baby. More important, it was a 
functioning body. Our brain sent out impulses to 
co-ordinate the other organs. Our heart beat 
sturdily. Our stomach produced digestive juices. 


. Our liver manufactured blood cells, and our kidneys 


extracted uric acid from the blood. 


Dr. Paul E. Rockwell, of Leonard Hospital, Troy, 
New York, has described the rare experience of 
seeing a living baby of around this age: 


“WITHIN THE SAC was.a tiny (one-third inch) 
human male swimming extremely vigorously in the 
amniotic fluid, while attached to the wall of the 
umbilical cord. This tiny human was_ perfectly 
developed with long, tapering fingers, feet and toes. 
It was almost transparent as regards the skin, and 
the delicate arteries and veins were prominent to the 
ends of the fingers. The baby was extremely. alive

and swam about the sac approximately one time per 
second with a natural swimmers stroke.’’ 


Every organ and bodily system we would have at 
birth was already present at eight weeks, when we 
measured little more than an inch sitting up and 
weighed only one-thirtieth of an ounce. Even then, 
our fingerprints were being engraved with the 
distinctive patterns we would carry through adult 
life. 


We became very active in the coming month. Our 
weightless acrobatics included head-over-heels flips 


in under two seconds and elegant longitudinal spiral 


rolls. 


BY NOW WE could squint and frown. Faithful to 
gerfetic instructions, our facial expressions already 
resembled those of our-parents. We could practice 
breathing. We had a highly developed sense of taste 
(before birth we had many more taste buds than we 
would have as a newborn child or adult). 


Oblivious to the increasingly vigorous activity 
within her womb (an organ insensitive to touch), our 
mother probably did not feel our movements until 
the fourth or fifth month. The phenomenon of 
“‘quickening’’ indicates mother’s sensitivity rather 
than baby’s capability. 


Our fingernails began to form. Our sex organs 
became recognizable. We began to urinate. Our 
longs and vocal cords took shape. Without air, the 
essential conductor of sound, we could not raise a 
whimper until birth. But we were capable of crying 
long before that. 


In 1965 a Mexico City doctor told of injecting an 
air bubble into the sac surrounding an.eight-month- 
old baby in an attempt to locate the placenta by 
X-rays. By chance, the bubble covered the baby’s 
face and everyone present heard him cry. 


LATER THE MOTHER telephoned the doctor to 


report that whenever she lay down to sleep the air 
bubble got over her baby’s face and he cried so loudly 
that he kept herself and her husband awake. 


The belief that the unborn child is part of the 
mother’s body has long been discredited as the most 
unscientific of all old wives’ tales. 


Mother and child do not even share bload. No one 
hearing the ultrasonic monitoring of their distinctive 
heartbeats—the mother’s a heavy slurp, the baby’s 
a brisk clip-clop—can doubt they have independent 
circulations. 


So separate are the two that the mother could not 
safely receive a transfusion of her unborn child’s 
blood. Nor would her body accept a skin graft from 
her baby. 


ANOTHER FALLACY IS that the womb is a dark 
and silent world. Infact, we could see bright lights 
and sunshine. Besides loud music and slamming 
doors, we heard the reassuring beat of our mother’s 
heart and the rumblings of her plumbing system (as 
noisy as traffic in a busy street). 


Prof. Liley, who developed the life-saving 
technique for giving blood transfusions to the child 
in the womb, says: ‘‘We know that he moves with a 
delightfully easy grace in his buoyant world, that 
fetal comfort determines fetal position. He is 
responsive to pain and touch and cold and sound and 
light. 


“He. drinks the amniotic fluid, more if it is 
artificially sweetened, less if it is given an 
unpleasant taste. He gets hiccups and sucks his 
thumb. He wakes and sleeps. He gets bored with 
repetitive signals but can be taught to be alerted by 
a first signal for a second different one. 


“And finally he determines his birthday, for 
unquestionably the onset of labor is a unilateral 
declaration of independence by the fetus.’’

MADE, NOT BORN by the Murphy Center 
for Liturgical Research. Notre Dame, IN, 
University of Notre Dame Press. 183 pages, 
$8.95. 

Eight liturgical experts contribute “chap- 
ters to this fine volume about the initiation to 
the Christian life. Baptism, confirmation and 
the Eucharist as an integral whole comprise 
the sacraments of Christian initiation. 

These experts call for the restoration of 
the formal catechumenate to make this 
introduction to the Church more fruitful. In 
their historical research, these writers point 
out the ancient (second century) practice of 
making this a. three-year course. 

This is a serious study of these three 
sacraments and it should delight the serious 


JESUS OF NAZARETH by Father Jose 
Comblin. Maryknoll, NY, Orbis Books. 167 
pages, $5.95. 


In this small volume of meditative essays, 
the author emphasizes the humanity of 
Christ. He tries to show the reader how 
Christ was a living part of a real world. 

The finest sections of the book look at the 
social gospel of Christ, his love for the poor 
and the downtrodden. He lived the basis of a 
“‘liberation’’ theology. 

The worst flaw in this book is a hazy 
understanding of the divinity of Christ, and a 
disastrous lack of interpretation of the 
Resurrection. I think it strange that a 
Catholic publisher didn’t catch these serious 
defects.
